One of the best meetings so far. of 
the municipal campaign, took place 
Monday night at the Rose theatre, 
Afberta avenue. The building was 
closely packed with an audience, 
which took the liveliest interest in all 
that was said by the speakers, and 
also marifested a considerable know- 
ledge of civic affairs. Signs were not 
wanting that the present administra- 
tion at the city hall is not regarded 
with any great favor in the district, 
and there were hearty manifestations 
of disaproval when its policy of ex- 
travagance was touched upon. 

Mr. Duggan Well Received 

D. M. Duggan, mayoralty candidate, 
met with a good reception, and the 
audience responded to the obvious 
sincerity of his brief address, Mr. 
Duggan did not denounce his oppon- 
ents, making Httle reference to them, 
save a humorous allusion at the start, 
when he commented upon certain al- 
usions made by Mayor Clarke and Ald. 
McCoppen, and said that he thought 
the Mayor would require his friend 
MecCoppen's good offices’ nt the end 
of the campaign. He pointed out 
that the city could not continue its 
present career of spending and ever- 
increasing taxes. Now the taxes had 
arrived at the point of confiscation, 
added the speaker. To have a success- 


ful and growing city they must have | 


contented people and happy homes. 
But what was happening. was that 
people of Edmonton were seeking io 
make their homes elsewhere. This 
was no idle story, Tho express com- 
panies last spring reported that they 
had shipped more furniture out for 
families than ever before, people pre- 
ferring to go away rather than re- 
rain and face the taxes in this city. 
The people had lost confidence in the 
city administration, and until this 
could be re-established, civic problems 
would remain unsolved. Mr. Duggan 
then urged the bending of all endeav- 
ors to this end.

“Suheequent Miscoveries revealed a 
vell-planned Sinn Fein plot to spread 
t holacust of fire among the ware- 
houses in the dock area. The fires 
Were spread over almost all of the 
whole seven miles of the dock area. 
Owing to the inflammable contents of 
the warehouses, the fire obtained a 
ittrong hold and by one o'clock in the 
morning, the whole sky was lit up. 
Che local fire brigades were unable to 
rope with the situation and were 
*bliged to call brigades from other 
sources, The police commandeered 
tH telephone wires and took all steps 
o prevent fire outberake by concen- 
rating policemen along the line of the 
focks. Three persons watching the 
suspicious movements of two young 
men at Cotton warehouses in Parlia- 
ment street, warned the police, who 
oursued them. They bolted and fired 
opon the policemen. No one of the 
policemen were hurt but a bullet 
pierced the heart of Daniel Ward, who 
was one of those who warned the 
police and he fell dead. The fires in 
tome instances were quickly quenched. 
Others In stocked warhouses burned 
Nercely. One in the south end and 
another fin Bootle, at the north end, 
ire taken as proving that there was 
careful orgarization. It was found 
hat all the locks on the warehouses 
aad been cut with cutters, 


Petrol Cans Found. 

“Many petrol cans were found on 
he scene. Hach fire started at more 
than one place. In the case of one 
imber yard, there were three separ- 
ute outbreaks, 

“It appears that for each bullding 
marked for destruction there were al- 
otted gangs nurfbering from four to 
five men, one of whom etood sentry 
while the others cut the locks and ap- 
plied the inflammables. 

“Many fires were suppressed in 
their early stages, and in these cases, 
there was clear evidence of incendar- 
ism in the finding of rage soaked in 
paraffine and empty petrol cans and 
bolt cutters left behind. The most 
destructive fires were in two large 
cotton warehouses on either side of 
Jordon street which were not extin- 
guished until seven o’clock this morn- 
ing, when the buildings were ygom- 
pletely destroyed. 

“It is tmpossibl to estimate the 
total damage, but it is known it will 
run into tens of thousands of pounds. 

“The man who shot Daniel Ward 
escaped, but the police’ chased and 
captured his accomplice.” 

Prepare to Burn Lamber Yard, 

London, Nov. 29—Half-a-dozen 
men who were preparing to set fire 
to a large lumber yard in the digtrict 
of Finsbury, an important section of 
the city of London, less than a mile 
north of London Bridge, were sur- 
prised by a policeman Saturady night. 
This attempt was almost coincident 
with the breaking out of incendiary 
fires in Liverpool. 

The policeman challenged a loiter- | 
er, who immediately attacked the of- 
ficer and shouted for help. Five men, 
with revolvers, answered his call, 
emreging from behind some empty 
wagons and rushing the policeman 


who was compelled to iftberate the 
man he-had seized. All the men es- 
caped. Searching the wagons, the 


policeman found cotton waste soaked 
with gasoline had been pushed through 
a gateway of a lumber yard, and he 
also discovered two revolvers and 100 
cartridges, One of the supposed incen- 
diaries was later arrested. 

“Movie” Crowd Causes Alarm. 

London, Nov. 29—What at first, 
might have been mistaken for a genu- 
ine move upon the g@vernment build- 
ings in Whitehall was made this 
morning, when*a small crowd attempt. 
ed to pass the barriers recently erect- 
ed by the police at the entrance to 
Downing street and King Charles 
street. The crowd, however, it de- 
veloped, was made up of about 150 
supernumeraries gent by a moving pic- 
ture company for photographic pur- 
Poses only, 

The “moh” whose attempt at the 
barricade was a mild one, was dis- 
persed by tiie police, the camera men 
meantime cranking vigorously.

Reduced to details, this appears 
to mean that if the company in- 
stals a pipe line and distributing 
system the gas consumer is to pay 
anything up 'to 48% cents per 
thousand feet for the first five 
years of the agreement, and what- 
ever the Commission may see fit 
to fix as the rate thereafter. Be- 
sides, of course, the cost of piping 
gas from the street line to his resi- 
dence: or business place and _ in- 
Stalling fixtures, except the meter, 
which the company supplies. 

When we are to get gas is not 
very clear. The company agrees, 
as a matter of course, to com- 
mence construction of the pipe 
line within sixty days and com- 
plete it within a year. With no 
perfalty if they do not do it. 

Provision is made that the per- 
iod of construction may be ex- 
tended on account of delays which 
the company cannot prevent, and 
this clause is also added : 


4. The Council of the City may 
from time to time by regolution ex- 
tend sata time herein provided for 
the completion of the said pipe line 
and distributive system, provided 
that all such extensions shali not 
extend the time for the compicticn 
of the said works beyond two years 
from the execution hereof by the 
City, and if at the expiration of the 


period fixed for the complction of 
the said works the Company shall 
furnish to the council of the city 
evidence that it has entered into 
binding contracts for the purchase 
of the pipe couplings and other ma- 
terials to be used in the construc- 
tion of the said pipe line and distri- 
buting system and that the said ma- 
terials are in process of manufacture 
or are being transported to the lo- 
cation thereof or already on the 
ground and that the said pipe line 
and distributing system will be com- 
pleted within a reasonable time 
thereafter, then the ‘sail period 
shall be extended for such further 
reasonable time. 


The plain meaning of all this 
| appears to be that the city coun- 
} cil can by resolution extend the 
time for completion of the pipe 
jline for two years, and if at the ex- 
| piration of that time the company 
show that ‘they have made con- 
tracts for the delivery of materials 
the time is to be still further ex- 
tended. Apparently it might, from 
the wording of the clause, be three 
or four or even five years before 
gas was supplied.

If the company supply gas with- 
in five years they cannot charge 
more than 4814 cents per thousand 
eubie feet; if they do not supply 
it until five years hence they may 
charge whatever the Public Utili- 
ties Commission will let them 
charge; and there is no penalty at- 
tached to their failure to supply 
gas. That seems to be the sub- 
stance of the bargain, With the 
added and important proviso that 
f the company cannot supply nat- 
ural gas they may substitute ar- 
tificial gas on the same terms
